Washington, March 27— With army, 
navy and industrial preparedness 
measures to meet German aggression 
going forward as rapidly as possible, 
President Wilson and his cabinet to 
day took up consideration of further 
steps to follow the convening of Con 
gress In extraordinary session next 
Monday. 

The Preeident baa not yet written 
the message he will deliver Tveaday 
or Wednesday and is said to have 

reached no final conclusion as to }ust 
what recommendations to make. Be- 
cause of possible changes In the sit 
uation, he is not expected to put the 
address In final shape until the last 
moment. 

There is no doubt in the minds of 
administration oflicialH that whatever 
may be its details, the policy laid be 
fore Congress will be both vigorous 
and oomprebensive.

of censorship and espionage bills, and 
provisions for the employment of addl 
tional secret service agents.

Much that was said this we«k by the political correspondent of 
the Manchester "Uuardiau," in his comment on the report of tlu 
oommittee which has recommended a protective tariff for Qreat Brit- 
ain, is of iiitiTi'st lu'i'i'. This writer makes clear some of tlie reason? 
wliy England is turning from ita tiaditionul free trade policy, lie 
says the war has shown that, "though economic interdependence of 
nations is profitable, it is dangerous when war comes;" that tiion a 
nation must not be dependent upon other nations "for essential raw 
mflterials or essential manufactures," and that "even though it pays 
lu'tter in time of peace to import from foreign countries the raw 
iaaU'riai.s aiid manufactures whicii liiey ean produce more cheaplx 
than we can, wc cannot afford the risk of liaviiig our .supplies cut off" 
in time of war. The war has siiown the same tiiinc lu re. Without 
being directly eni,')ii,'od in the sfruRgie, we t'oiiiul tliat it did not pay 
to be dependent on other countries for articles wiiich could be pro-, 
duced at home. A ease in point was the scarcity of dyes that men 
aced important manufaetim^s as soon as t!ie siip|>lies which we bought 
in German ports were open, were cut otf. This lesson has been 
learned in England, where the committee on commercial and in- 
dustrial policy urges a wide range of customs duties, but it does not 
yet appear that it has made much impression on the democratic 
majority at Washington.— Rochester (N. T.) Poat-Ezpreaa.

NEW BARRED 20HE IN ARCTIC IS 
ANNOUNCED BT GERXAHS 




lli'iliii. Ijy WIreleHH to Sayvllie, \, 
Y., March 25— Announcement of a 
new barreil zone in Arctic waters was 
made today by the Admiralty In an of- 
ticial statement, which reads:
